FCC CLOSES DOWN AN UNLICENSED STATION WITH THE HSLP OF 
SOB MOUNT DIABLO ANATEUR RADIO CLUB _NEMBERS *A#w#e#% 
The followine is true. It is not something that happened a 
while azo, It happened just last month. Referred to 
as “Operation Poppa” ("p"for pirate) and elite group 
of radio club members were able to track down a 
pirate radio station. The FCC completed the job by 
Shutting it down, The sequence of events is as follows: 
In late February, Jim Shaw WA6PXU informed me that his new 
R-4C receiver was picking up a station on 3690 kHz, 
playing music. I verified this by also hearing it. 
The signal was about 6 to 10 kHz wide, pinning the

meter in Concoid, coming in 30 dB over SJ in 

Pleasant Hill, S5 in Walnut Creek, and S2 in Danville, 
By the first week of March we had determined a pat- 
tern of prozram times of this station and observed 

the following: It usually came on around 6:00 PM 
weekdays and around noon on Weekends. It was 
apparently crystal controlled on 3690kHz. It re- 
broadcast music, news, and commercials of many TV 

anc radio stationsof the Bay Area, It was not uncommon 
to hear KFRC, KCBS, and KGO on 3690 kHz.

At 3:15 PM 
Peter WB6Y2E and Art VE2AQV/W6 joined the hunt, 
With the help of some DF equipment (direction - find- 
ing) supplied by Ted W6PFW, the pirate station was 
located at 3:45 PM by two amateurs, and then confirmed 
ten minutes later by two others in the grouy. With 
the use of a filed-strezth meter it was detevmined 
that the pirate station was located about 200 feet 
east of the intersection of Roskelly Drive and 
Esperanza Drive on the south side of Ros-kelly, in 
the bountiful city of Concord.
